Grounds for Omission

The Company may omit the Prop osaifrom its Proxy Materials under Rule 14a-8 because

it has already substantially implemented the ProposaL

Rule 14a-8i10 of the Exchange Act provides that company may exclude shareholder

proposal from its proxy materials ifthe company has already substantially implemented the

proposal thereby rendering it moot

Under the standard expressed by the Commissionin Exchange Act Release No 34-12598 July

1976 the exclusion provided for in Rule 14a-8i1 is designed to avoid the possibility of

shareholders having to consider matters which already have been favorably acted upon by the

management... The Staff has previously noted that determination that company has

substantially implemented shareholder proosal depends upon whether companys

particular policies practices and procedures compare favorably with the guidelines of the

proposal Texaco Inc March 28 1991 See also Wal-Mart Stores Inc March 302010

In the case of proposed amendments to companys governance documents the Staff has

consistently permitted companies to exclude proposals under Rule 14a-8i10 when the

company has already amended its governance documents in the manner suggested by the

proposal See e.g Symantec Corporation June 2010 AMNHealthcare Services Inc

December 19 2008 The Dow Chemical Co March 22006 and Marsh 32008 Honeywell

International Inc January 312007 In the context of shareholder proposals seeking the

adoption of majority vote standard the Staff has consistently granted no-action relief under

Rule 14a-8i1 when company implements majority vote requirement for uncontested

elections of directors that is consistent with the provisions and means sought by the shareholder

proposal See e.g Symantec Corporation June 2010 AMNHealthcare Services Inc

December 192008 each permitting exclusion of proposal requesting the adoption of

bylaw specifying that the election of directors be decided by majority vote where the company
adopted an amendment to its bylaws to provide for majority voting in uncontested director

elections American International Group Inc March 12 2008 The Dow Chemical Co
March 2008 each permitting exclusion of similar proposal where the company had agreed

toarnend its bylaws to provide for majority voting prior to the distribution of proxy materials to

shareholders Moreover the Staff has permitted the exclusion of such proposals pursuant to

Rule 14a-8i10 even where the bylaw adopted by the company does not confonn precisely to

the shareholder proposal so long as the company has implemented the essential objective of the

proposal See e.g The Pep Boys April 2008 permitting the exclusion of proposal

requesting the adoption of bylaw specifying that the election of directors be decided by

majority vote where the company submitted its own shareholder proposal providing for

majority vote standard but permitting the board of directors to accept or reject the resignation of

an incumbent director receiving less than majority of votes
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Discussion and Analysis

On October 282010 the Companys Board of Directors amended Article II Section of the

Companys Bylaws to provide for majority voting in any uncontested election of directors the

CompanysAmendmenf Article 11 Section of the Companys Bylaws states in pertinent

part

1n any uncontested election of directors approval of the shareholders as defined in Section

153 of the California General Corporation Law shall be required to elect director If an

incumbent director fails to be elected by approval of the shareholders in an uncontested election

then unless the incumbent director has earlier resigned the term of the incumbent director shall

end on the date that is the earlier of 90 days after the date on which the voting results are

det ennined pursuant to Section 707 of the California General Corporation Law or the date on

which the Board selects aperson to fill the office held by that director in accordance with the

procedures set forth in Article IIi Section of these Bylaws and Section 305 of the Ca4fornia

General Corporation Law

In any election of directors that is not an uncontested election the candidates receiving the

highest number of affirmative votes of the shares entitled to be votedfor them up to the number

of directors to be elected by such shares shall be elected and votes against director and votes

withheld shall have no legal effect

For purposes of these Bylaws an uncontested election means an election of directors of this

corporation in which the number of candidates for election does not exceed the number of

directors to be elected by the shareholders at that election determined at the expiration of the

time fixed under Article fl Section of these Bylaws requiring advance notf1cation of director

candidates orfor special meetings of shareholders at the date notice of the meeting is given or

at time fixed by the Board that is not more than 14 days before notice of the meeting is given

California law permits company to amend its bylaws to provide that in an uncontested

election approval of the shareholders as specified in Section 153 shall be required to elect

director CaL Corp Code 708.5b Under California law approval of the shareholders

means approved or ratified bythe affirmative vote of majority of the shares represented and

voting at duly held meeting at which quorum is present which shares voting affirmatively

also constitute at least majority of the required quorum.. Cal Corp Code 153 Read

together these provisions of California law require both majority of the votes cast and

majority of the required quorum for election of directors by majority vote California law also

requires that the term of an incumbent director who fails to be elected by majority vote end

within 90 days of the election unless the director has earlier resigned or been replaced by the

board of directors Cal Corp Code 708.5c Thus the Companys Amendment implements

majority voting standard in the manner prescribed by the California Corporations Code

The Companys Arnenchæent was disclosed publicly in Current Report on Form 8-K filed with

the Commission on November 2010 in the form provided to the Proponent in Attachment

Article Ill Sections and were also amended to reference the changes to Article Section
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As the enclosed correspondence indicates the Proponent was prOvided with copy of the

Companys amended Bylaws and an opportunity to withdraw the Proposal in advance of our

filing of this letter with the Commission

Applying the Stans precedent noted above the Companys Amendment is consistent with and

compares favorably to the guidelines set forth in the Proposal Both the Companys amended

Bylaws and the bylaw requested by the Proposal require that the Companys directors be elected

by majority of the votes cast in any election of directors in which the number of candidates for

election does not exceed the number of directors to be elected Likewise both the Companys
amended Bylaws and the bylaw requested by the Proposal require that in any ôlection in which

the number of candidates exceeds the number of directors to be elected the candidates receiving

the highest number of affirmative votes shall be elected referred to in the Proposal as

plurality vote standard Thus the Company has implemented each of the essential objectives

of the Proposal Although the Companys Amendment which was adopted in accordance with

California law imposes an additional condition on the election of directors in uncontested

elections beyond that specified in the Proposalnamely that the shares voting affirmatively also

constitute at least majority of the quorum required for the meetingthe additional condition is

consistent with and indeed in furtherance of the Proposals objective of establish
challenging vote standard for Companys board nominees

For the foregoing reasons we believe the Companys Amendment substanlially implements the

Proposal in the manner prescribed by California law notwithstanding the differences in the

precise language used and therefore the Company may exclude the Proposal and its

accompanying supporting statements from its Proxy Materials pursuant to Rule 14a-8i10 of

the Exchange Act

Conclusion

Based upon the foregoing analysis the Company requests the Staffs confirmation that it will not

recommend any enforcement action to the Commission if the Company excludes the Proposal

and its accompanying supporting statements from the Companys Proxy Materials for its 2011

Annual Meeting

This diminished the effectiveness and credibility of the other portions of the annual plan that is

tied to the pre-established financial target of earnings per share

Moreover the best practice is to use multiple performance objectives as they are more difficult

to game than single targets and forces executives to focus on multiple aspects of company
growth Additionally long-term equity grants of restricted stock vest after only three years and

performance shares are based on only three-year performance periods Three-years is not quite

long-term Also CEO Theodore Craver received mega-grant of498349 stock options in 2009
Market priced stock options may provide executive monetary rewards due to rising market

alone regardless of our companys performance

Four directors had long tenure of 15 to 22-years an independence concern Ronald Olson
Thomas Sutton Luis Nogales and James Rosser Plus these directors held 5-searts on our key
board committees including chairmanship of the Audit Committee Mr Sutton Ronald Olson

received the most negative votes at our 2010 annual meeting

Our board was the only significant directorship for five of our directors This could indicate

significant lack of current transferable director experience for 40% of our directors

Please encourage our board to respond positively to this proposal in order to initiate improved

ARTICLE I- PRINCIPAL OFFICE

Section Principal Office

The principal office of the Corporation is hereby fixed and located at 2244 Walnut Grove Avenue in the City of Rosemead County of Los Angeles State of

California The Board of Directors is hereby granted full power and
authority to change said principal office from one location to another

ARTICLE II SHAREHOLDERS

Section Meeting Locations

All meetings of shareholders shall be held at the
principal office of the corporation or at such other place or places within or without the State of California

as may be designated by the Board of Directors the Board In the event such places shall prove inadequate in capacity for any meeting of shareholders

an adjournment may be taken to and the meeting held at such other place of adequate capacity as may be designated by the officer of the corporation

presiding at such meeting

Section Annual Meetings

Annual meetings of shareholders shall be held on the fourth Thursday of the month of April of each year at such time as the Chairman of the Board shall

designate on said day to elect directors to hold office for the year next ensuing and until their successors shall be elected and to consider and act upon such

other matters as may lawfully be presented to such meeting provided however that should said day full upon legal holiday then any such annual meeting
of shareholders shall be held at such designated time and place on the next day thereafter ensuing which is not legal holiday



ARTICLE II

Section Special Meetings

Special meetings of the shareholders may be called at any time by the Board the Chairman of the Beard the President or upon written request of any flee
members of the Board or by the holders of shares entitled to cast not less than ten percent of the votes at such meeting Upon request in writing to the

Chairman of the Board the President any Vice President rthe Secretary by any persob other than the Board entitled to call special meeting of

shareholders the officer forthwith shall cause notice to be given to the shareholders entitled to vOte that meeting wilt be held at time requested by the

person or persons calling the meeting not less than thirtyfive nor more than sixty days after the receipt of the request If the notice is not given within

twenty days after receipt of the request the persons entitled to call the meeting may give the notice

Section Notice of Annual or Special Meeting

Written notice of each annual or special meeting of shareholders shalt be given not less than ten or if sent by thirdclass mail thirty nor more than sixty

days before the date of the meeting to each shareholder entitled to vote thereat Such notice shall state the place date and hour of the meeting and in the

case of special meeting the general nature of the business to be transacted and no other business may be transacted or ii in the case of an annual

meeting those matters which the Board at the time of the mailing of the notice intends to present for action by the shareholders but subject to the

provisions of applicable law and these Bylaws any proper matter may be presented at an annual meeting for such action The notice of any special or annual

meeting at which directors are to be elected shall include the names of nominees intended at the time of the notice to be presented by the Board for

election For any matter to be presented by shareholder at an annual meeting including the nomination of any person other than person nominated by
or at the direction of the Board for election to the Board written notice must be received by the

Secretary of the corporation from the shareholder not more
than one hundred eighty days nor less than one hundred twenty days prior to the date on which the proxy materials for the prior years annual meeting were
first released to shareholders by the corporation provided however that in the event the annual meeting to which the shareholders written notice relates is

to beheld on date which is more than thirty days earlier or later than the date of the annual meeting specified in these Bylaws the notice from

shareholder must be received by the Secretary not earlier than two hundred twenty days prior to the date of the annual meeting to which the shareholders
notice relates nor later than one hundred

sixty days prior to the date of such annual meeting unless less than one hundred seventy days prior public
disclosure of the date of the meeting is made by the earliest possible quarterly report on Form lOQ or if impracticable any means reasonably calculated

to inform shareholders including without limitation report on Form 8K press
release or publication once in newspaper of general circulation in the

county in which the
principal

office is located in which event notice by the shareholder to be timely must be received not later than the close of business on
the tenth day followmg the date of such public disclosure The shareholders notice to the

Secretary shall set forth brief description of each matter to be

presented at the annual meeting by the shareholder the name and address as they appear on the corporations books of the shareholder the class and

number of shares of the corporation which are beneflci4lly owned by the shareholder and any material interest of the shareholder in the matters to be

presented My shareholder who intends to nominate candidate for election as director shall also set forth in such notice the name age business

address and residence address of each nominee that he or she intends to nominate at the meeting ii the
principal occupation or employment of each

nominee iii the class and number of shares of capital stock of the corporation beneficially owned by each nominee and iv any other information

concerning the nominee that would be required under the rules of the Securities and Exchange Commission in proxy statement soliciting proxies for the

election of the nominee The notice shall also include consent signed by the shareholders nominees to serve as director of the corporation if elected

Notwithstanding anything in these Bylaws to the contrary and subject to the
provisions of any applicable law no business shall be conducted at special or

annual meeting except in accordance with the procedures set forth in this Section

Notice of shareholders meeting shall be given either personally or by firstclass mail or if the outstanding shares of the corporation are held ofrecordby

Section Quorum

majority of the shares entitled to vote represented in person or by proxy shall constitute quorum at any meeting of shareholders The affirmative vote

of majority of the shares represented and voting at duly held meeting at which quorum is present which shares voting affirmatively also constitute at

least majority of the required quorum shall be the act of the shareholders unless the vote of greater number or voting by classes is required by law or
the Articles provided however that the shareholders present at duly called or held meeting at which quorum is present may continue to do business

until adjournment notwithstanding the withdrawal of enough shareholders to have less than quorum if any action taken other than adjournment is

director has earlier resigned the term of the incumbent director shall end on the date that is the earlier of 90 days after the date on which the voting results

are determined pursuant to Section 707 of the California General Corporation Law or the date on which the Board selects person to fill the office held by
that director in accordance with the procedures set forth in Article Ill Section of these Bylaws and Section 305 of the California General Corporation
Law

In any election of directors that is not an uncontested election the candidates receiving the highest number of affirmative votes of the shares
entitled to be voted for them up to the number of directors to be elected by such shares shall be elected and votes against director and votes withheld shall

have no Legal effect

For purposes of these Bylaws an uncontested election means an election of directors of this corporation in which the number of candidates for election

does not exceed the number of directors to be elected by the shareholders at that election determined at the expiration of the time fixed under Article II
Section of these Bylaws requiring advance notification of director candidates or for

special meetings of shareholders at the date notice of the meeting is

given or at time fixed by the Board that is not more than 14 days before notice of the meeting is given

Section Record Date

The Board may fix in advance record date for the determination of the shareholders entitled to notice of any meeting or to vote or entitled to

receive payment of any dividend or other distribution or any allotment of right.s or to exercise rights in
respect of any other lawful action The record date

so fixed shall be not more than sixty days nor less than ten days prior to the date of the meeting nor more than sixty days prior to any other action When
record date is so fixed only shareholders of record at the close of business on that date are entitled to notice of and to vote at the meeting or to receive the

dividend distribution or allotment of rights or to exercise the rights as the case may be notwithstanding any transfer of shares on the books of the

corporation after the record date except as otherwise provided by law or these Bylaws determination of shareholders of record entitled to notice of or to

vote at meeting of shareholders shall apply to any adjournment of the meeting unless the Board fixes new record date for the adjourned meeting The
Board shall fix new record date if the meeting is adjourned for more than fortyfive days

transacted at nor the purpose of any regular or special meeting of shareholders need be
specified in any written waiver of notice consent to the holding of

person authorizing the prior proxy and presented to the meeting or by attendance at the meeting and voting in person by the person authorizing the proxy
provided however that proxy is not revoked by the death or incapacity of the maker unless before the vote is counted written notice of such death or

incapacity is received by this corporation No proxy shall be valid after the expiration of eleven months from the date of its authorization unless otherwise

provided in the proxy

The authorized number of directors shall be not less than nine nor more than seventeen until changed by amendment of the Articles or by Bylaw duly
adopted by the shareholders The exact number of directors shall be fixed within the limits specified by the Board by adoption of resolution or by the
shareholders in the same manner provided in these Bylaws for the amendment thereof

Section Powers of Emergency Committee

The emergency committee once appointed shall govern its own procedures and shall have power to increase the number of members thereof beyond the

original number and in the event of vacancy or vacancies therein arising at any time the remaining member or members of the emergency Committee
shall have the power to fill such vacancy or vacancies In the event at any time after its appointment all members of the emergency committee shall die or
resign or become unavailable to act for any reason whatsoever new emergency committee shall be appointed in accordance with the foregoing provisions
of this Article

Section Directors Becoming Available

Any person who has ceased to be director pursuant to the provisions of Section and who thereafter becomes available to serve as director shall

automatically become member of the emergency committee
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ARTICLE VIII

Section Election of Board of Directors

The emergency committee shall as soon after its appointment as is practicable take all requisite action to secure the election of board of directors and

upon such election all the powers and authorities ofthcemet-gency Co ittee shall cease

Section 10 Termination of Emergency Committee

In the event after the appointment of an emergency committee sufficient number of persons who ceased to be directors pursuant to Section become
available to serve as directors so that if they had not ceased to be directors as aforesaid there would be enough directors to constitute the minimum number
of directors required by law then all such persons shall automatically be deemed to be reappointed as directors and the powers and authorities of the

emergency committee shall be at an end

ARTICLE Vifi AMENDMENTS

Section Amendments

These Bylaws may be amended or repealed either by approval of the outstanding shares or by the approval of the Board provided however that Bylaw
specifying or changing fixed number of directors or the maximum or minimum number or changing from fixed to variable Board or vice versa may
only be adopted by approval of the outstanding shares The exact number of directors within the maximum and minimum number specified in these Bylaws
may be amended by the Board alone
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
